Welcome for Edmonton Contingent 


Regiment. Mobilized in November, 1914, and Included Hundreds of 
Men from Northern Alberta—List Given of Edmonton 
Men with Battalion—Sailed May 19th 


Word has been received in Edmon- 
ton of the departure from England 
on May 19th of the All Alberta unit 
—the Thirty-finst Battalion and at a 
meeting of the reception committee 
of the Edmonton contingent of the 
battalion, held Monday night, full 
preparations were entered into to pro- 
vide the Thirty-first a glorious home- 
coming. Nearly two hundred are ex- 
pected to leave from here in a body 
to meet the unit in Calgary. 

The battalion, which was mobilized 
in November of 1914, was composed 
of men from all over the province. 
It proceeded overseas in May 1915 
and to France, as a unit, in Septem- 
ber 1916, where it became attached, 
as a fighting unit, to the Sixth brig- 
ade of the Third Canadian division.

The supporters of the amall com- 
panies denied the right of the large 
enterprises to charge any compensa- 
tion at all, A vote was taken and 
Captain Wallace’s amendment to de- 
lete the words carried. There were 
only two ministers in the house.

allied and associated governments in 
framing the economic terms, “had no 
‘intention to destroy Germany's eco-

On the contrary, the report points 
ois thyt in the reconstruction of the 
world's affairs, Germany will have her 
part in the progressive cevelopment, 
but also will share with the rest of 
the world in the economic losses and 
disadvantages. inevitably resulting 
from the war.

SWEEPS OVER 
THE DISTRICT 


Kyle and Neimeyer to organize the 
distribution of the relief. 
Arca of Fire Unknown 

So far as is known yet, no lives have 
been lost, but there is no definite 
knowledge of any place except the 
village of Lac La Biche, and it is not 
possible to tell what area the fire 
j covered, 

From noon, the men of the village 
were out trying to hold the fire on 
the south side of’the track, It is 
thick brush all through there and the 
roar of the fire as it swept through 
the great spruce, and the green pop- 
lars was terrific. The bush comes 
'right to the town, and with the gale 
that was blowing, the fire carried for 
|miles. When the fire was still a mile 
jiand a half away, the flames carried 
over ‘and set the town afire. At that 
time the heat was so intense it was 
searing their faces. It came on first 
towards the church and then as sud- 
denly as a miracle, the wind changed 
and the church and priest's house 
were saved, and the fire raged on to 
the little town. The women picked 
up their children and ran for the 
lake and there the men kept them 
covered with wet blankets. Nothing 
was saved, but their lives, avsolutely 
no bit of furniture, no money, clothes 
or food, they simply had to fight for 
their lives. 

Second Fire Raging 

Speaking of the damage done, the 
men stated that as the fire came to 
them, they could also see another 
raging on the other side of the lake, 
where ali the farmers were home- 
steaders and if there was not loss of 
life it is indeed fortunate, 

Like a flash the fire had passed on 
over Lac La Biche, leaving absolute 
desolation behind it. Thirty two main 
buildings were destroyed and some 
twenty or more _ private dwellings. 
Eighteen miles south the McArthur 
logging camp was completely destroy- 
ed and fourteen cars piled with green 
logs that had only that day been 
hauled out of the lake, were burned 


}up.

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EDMONTON MEN 
AT VLADIVOSTOK 
SOON RETURNING 


Capt. Roy Foster of Edmonton is 
back from the Siberian front and Col. 
Jamieson, Major Shortreed and Major 
Bowen with Lieut. Hardisty, all,of Ed- 
monton are expected to return within 
the next few weeks, Capt. Foster was 
second in command of the 20th Ma- 
chine Gun Company, stationed a little 
outside the big fortifications of Viadli- 
vostok and left for Siberia immediate- 
ly after the signing of the armistice in 
Europe and following a long period of 
service in France. 

Capt. Foster reports little activity In 
a hostile way during his term of ser- 
vice in the east. Drill comprised for 
the most part, the work of men of the 
Canadian force stationed in Russia. 
The amount of interest was therefore 
correspondingly small. Barracks and 
quarters were exceptionally good, these 
having been constructed by political 
prisoners who had spent much time in 
their labor. 

The fortifications of Viadivostok, 
which had been the strongest in the 
world are now in a partial state of 
collapse and thus the millions of dol- 
lars spent and years of labor given are 
coming to naught, 

Capt. Foster returned 
Monteagle and was accompanied by 
machine gunners, artillery, medical 
units and all the evacuated cases from 
Vladivostok. He will leave Edmonton 
for the east Tuesday night and ex- 
pects to return after a few weeks to 
again take up business in Edmonton.

HOSPITALS IN 
EDMONTON ARE 
IN FINE SHAPE 


Col. Ford, Inspector of Military 
Hospitals, on Visit to Ed- 
monton 


Returning from British Columbia, 
Colonel F. 8. L. Ford, C.M.G,, in- 
spector of military hospitals for Can- 
ada, is in Edmonton making an ine 
Spection of the military hospitals here, 
While Colonel Ford does not wish to 
make any premature report in regacd 
to his findings, conditions in Edmon- 
ton are said to be extremely satisfac. 
tory. The inspection made here is 
similar to those to be conducted in all 
n. itary hospitals throughout the 
country. 

Every attention, says Col. Ford, is 


being ade to take care of and give 
good ‘ical attention to all Can- 
adian ounded and those suffering 
as a result of the ravages of war, 


Many thousand men are still under 
treatment in the Canadian institutions 
and the number in English hospitals 
run into thousands, 

Everything Possible Donec for Men, 

Men are being treated in hospitals 
until an improvement in their cond!- 
tion warrants d!acharge and no man 
is being sent ouc until everything pos- 
siblo nas been done for him by the 
Canadian medical authorities. Cases 
of illness and diss’ lity through ser- 
vice that develop after a man has 
been sent on bis way to civil re-estab- 
lishment, are also again taken up by 
the military hospitals, 

Speaking of the future policy of 
military medical work, Colonel Ford 
said that it would continue as it is 
now with the exception, of course, 
that with the natural decrease in the 
number of cases, the number of cen- 
tres for treatment would be corres- 
pondingly lessened, 

To the end of the lives of world 
war veterans, there would always be 
need for military hospitals, so that it 
might finally come down, surmised 
Col, Ford, to a stage where provincial 
institutions only will be maintained. 
Col, Ford believes that homes for 
soldiers will also come in the future, 
such institutions having followed wars 
and served a good purpose for the dis- 
abled and aged. 

Col. Ford was a member of the first 
Canadian contingent and was the first 
man of the C. E. F. to be decorated 
with the order of the C. M, G. He 
saw much service in France and was 
severely wounded in the Vimy Ridge 
battle of 1917.

Having imported the Mennonites 
rom the United States, Hon. Mr. 
‘alder is now aspiring to fame as 
he author of an immigration policy 
esigned to exclude ‘‘undesir- 
bles.’’ : 

Defending his Mennonite pro- 
eges, the Minister of Immigration 
ays they are ‘‘ good citizens of in- 
hustrious temperament,’’ against 
vhom the chief ground of com- 
laint is that they will not send 
heir children to the public schools. 

That they are industrious and 
hrifty is not questioned in any 
huarter. But that they make 
‘good citizens’’ is obviously un- 
rue. They do not become citizens 
t all, good or otherwise. They did 
ot become citizens of the United 
Ktates in twenty years or more of 
esidence. They do not intend to 
ecome citizens of Canada. Their 
urpose is to reside here, as they 
esided in the United States, and 
o acquire wealth by. their un- 
oubted habits of industry and 
rugality, while holding them- 
elves.aloof from the responsibility 
hich citizenship involves. 

That they do not send their chil. 
ren to the public schools is only 
ne count in the indictment of the 

inister who brought them into 
‘anada. That is only an incident 
f their general and unchanging 
urpose to remain Mennonites, 
herever resident. They also jeal- 
usly preserve their mother 
pngue, the German language. 
hey have done so throughout 
heir residence in Russia, and their 

bsequent sojourn in the United 
tates ; and intend to do so in Can- 
da. They are not ‘‘mixers,’’ and 
rill not assimilate. They only de- 
re to accumulate, and to remain 
m isolated community, perpetuat- 

g ideas and customs which are 
breign to every Canadian ideal. 

They have come here under the 

Mecial assurance of Mr. Calder’s 
epartment that they will not be 
quired to become citizens. When 
ey left Kansas their leaders bore 
he written promise of the head of 
1e immigration department that 
hey would be.considered immune 
rom the ultimate responsibility 
citizenship—that of military 
brvice in defence of the country. 
hould any of them become citi- 
ns, therefore, it will be an act of 
plition on their part,a voluntary 
Baiving of the right of exemption 

hich Mr. Calder gave them as a 

ndition of their coming, and in 
pspouse to which they did come, 

Mr. Calder’s reputation as an 

cluder of undesirables will have 
> rest upon the record as to the 
brt of people who come into the 
buntry on his invitation and with 
hs consent. He has gone upon re- 

rd, both by word and act, as 
lieving that the Mennonites are 
desirable class from which to 
raw settlers for the Canadian 
est. Then why is he excluding 
ennonites under the law now be- 
re Parliament?

Halder, is the party responsible for 
ane discriminatory clauses that are 
Ping drafted to keep out the sort 
people Mr, Calder has been 
inging in. 


aturday Closing Preferred.

Ottawa Got a Jolt, 


The situation at Winnipeg has 
apparently assumed more gravity 
than was Officially attached to it 
previously. News from Ottawa is 
that the Minister of Labor and the 
Minister of the Interior are speed- 
ing westward to see what they can 
do to restore normal conditions. 
What information was received 
which thus stirred the Ministers to 
action is not intimated, but that it 
indicated the need of immediate 
intervention is obvious, On Mon- 
day Senator Robertson gave out a 
statement to the effect that the 
Government was doing nothing, 
and had no present intentions of 
doing anything. That night he took 
the train for Winnipeg. That he} 
had heard something in the mean- 
time seems conclusive. 

There have been rumors, repeat- 
ed from Ottawa, that the Red ele- 
ment has set up a Soviet dictator- 
ship in Winnipeg. Whether that 
has been done formally, that it has 
been brought about in fact can 
hardly be doubted. A censorship 
has been established, more com- 
plete than the Government insti- 
tuted as a war measure. It has been 
done even in defiance of the labor 
organization concerned in the op- 
eration of the telegraph wires, 
Whatever may be going on behind 
that veil of secrecy, the fact that a 
veil has thus been drawn over the 
city itself establishes the existence 
of a new and irresponsible power 
which has usurped the functions of 
constituted authority and is carry- 
ing on solely according to the ideas 
of its dominating spirits. It is time 
the Ministers woke up and _ too 
notice. 


The Tricksters’ Game. 


Berlin’s complaint is that the 
peace terms offered do not accord 
with the interpretation Berlin 
would like to place upon the four- 
teen points enumerated by Presi- 
dent Wilson. Upon that ground 
evidently it is intended to make a 
drive for a prolonged discussion, 
in hope of creating a cleavage be- 
tween the author of the ‘‘points’’ 
and the Allied nations which de- 
mand substantial compensation 
for the wrongs they have sutfered. 

That the terms do not agree 
with Berlin’s idea of what the 
President should have meant is 
likely enough. They do not agree 
with what a good many non-Ger- 
mans think he should have meant. 
But if the terms violated every 
clause and every implication of 
the ‘‘points,’’ where does Germany 
—which never kept a treaty to its 
disadvantage-—get license to pro- 
test the application of its own 
moral code to itself? 

If the Allied representatives are 
wise they will not allow Berlin to 
drag them into any long-winded 
controversy over the consistency 
or inconsistency between the peace 
terms and the specifications laid 
down by the President a Pear ago. 
That would be to let Berlin dictate 
the final terms of peace; for in the 
art and practice of diplomatic 
mendacity no possible body of 
trained deceptionists could be 
found in the Allied countries who 
could match the past-masters at: 
Berlin. 

Bernhardi once told the truth, 
though a Hun, when he declared 
the policy of Germany to be 
‘‘world power or downfall.’’ Ger- 
many accepted the risk, and 
launched the blow for world pow- 
er. The blow failed, but it failed 
in spite of the most comprehensive, 
expert and variegated compaign of 
international trickery and fraud 
the world ever saw. With all its 
late professions of sudden conver- 
sion fo the ideals of democracy, it 
is upon the same methods of diplo- 
matic trickery that Berlin is now 
relying to cheat the Allies out of 
the security for which they fought 
ets the reparation that is their

THE PRIME MINISTER'S APOLOGIA 


Weekly Times, London, April 25th. 

Mr. Lloyd George essayed last week to 
give the House of Commons some idea of 
the manner in which he has been directing 
th» work of the British Delegation at the 
Peace Conference. 
expectation and, probaly, rar beyond tis 
own intention. One of his fellow members 
of the British Delegation said recently 
that, in the Council of Ten, Mr. Lloyd 
George had spoken “in bis best parliamen- 
tary style.” This he has often 
notably when he rejected the unanimous 
report of the Conference Commission on 
the frontiers of Poland, and when he sub- 
sequently denounced—before inviting them 
to luncheon—the distinguished French 
yriters who had ventured to. eriticize 
his attitude. Last week's performance in 
the House of Commons was by no means 
inferior tu point of dignity, tact, wisdom, 
and truthfulness to some of his oratical 
exploits in Paris. How greatly they bave 
contributed to hasten the making of that 
stern and righteous peace for which the 
Allied peoples yearn, thove who heard him 
Inst week and those who reat sim will 
Teadily imogine. Three weeks sine, the 
Position and rospects of the Con- 
ence were 80 dark, partly, but by no means 
entirely, as a result of his tactics, that 
the keen alarm felt by many of his fellow 
elegates—Hritish, Allied, and Associated— 
found expression in the public press, and 
particularly in the Times, Moved by these 
and other signs of the atute danger tant 
threatened the cause of peace, some four 
hundred members of the House of Com- 
mons expressed their anxiety in a tele- 
gtam to Mr. Lloyd George. Tis effect 
was immediate. He rallied apicely, to the 
support of the just demands of France, 
anf began, as our political Correspondents 
in Paris observed, “to keep a straight bat 
and to plav a straight game.” The senders 
of the telegram, therefore, dererve tbe 
thanks of the nation. As far as the Times 
is concerned, it_recelved last week from 


the Iips of Mr. Lloyd George the kin of | 


thanks which, in its long record of public 
service, it has learned most to appreciate, 
since it is the kind least open to nny sus- 
Picion of flattering intenticn. But this 
feature of the Prime Mintister’s speech was, 
despite the prominence he sought to give 
{t, the least interesting, Of far greater 
movement were his references to matters 
that directly concern the making of the 
peace, and its stability when made. 

Of these matters British and Allied pol- 
fey in regard to Russia stands foremost. 
Grave nnd complicated as_ the issue un- 
doubtedly is, Mr. Lloyd George handled 
it in thoroughly “parlinmentary” fashion. 
He insisted unon the truism that “there 
fa no Ruasia,” but showed no apprecia- 
tion of the truths that there fs a Russlan 
people, and that, next to the coneluston 
of a satisfactory peace, the grenteat in- 
terest of the Allled and Associated nations 
the “acid test” of their fidelity to 
Wilsonian principle is that the Russian 
people shall be helped to its feet. He 
made great play with the iden of a “con- 
quest of Russia’—as though there had 
ever been any serious question of forming 
n hugh Allied army to “conquer Russia.” 
There has been a question, and there is 
a question, of helping patriotic Russtans 
to help themselves, of not denying them 
assistance and encouragement, and of not 
disheartening them, in despair, into the 
arms of Germany, by ill-digested impro- 
visationa like the Prinkipo proposal, The 
best that can be sald cf this part of the 
Prime Minister's oration 1s that it was dis- 
ingenious. Nor does his declaration that 
there has never been any question of re- 
cognizing the Bolshevist government ap- 
pear to bave been made without a mental 
reservation. It may be Iterally trne that 
a definite proposal to recognize Lenine or 
Trotsky has never been formally discuss- 
ed or put forward in the Council of Ten 
or the Council of Four; but he would be 
a hardy prevaricator who should main- 
tain the idea of giving some form of re- 
cognition to the Bolshevists as the de facto 
government of Russia has not been assid- 
uously discussed by the leading delegates 
in Paris, and has not been strongly ad- 
yocated by interested parties. If it was 
abandoned, or shelved, before it could 
complete the moral discormfiture of the 
friends of the Allies in Russia and of the 
small nations “living on the slopes of the 
Holshevist volcano,” the result was due in 
part to the resistance of the French gov- 
ernment and in part to the prompt pub- 
lictty that has aroused the Prime Minia- 
ter'’s resentment. The polley of support- 
ing the dwellers “on the slopes of the 
vyoleano.” which Mr. Llody George an- 
nounced, may do something to check “the 
flow of the lava,” if it be adhered to and 
vigorously carried out, But if tt be ac- 
companied by deplorable and short-sighted 
“parliamentary” statements to the effect 
that we would rather see Russia Bolshevist 
than Britain bankrupt, or by belated 
apologies for the Prinkipo proposal, its 
yalue may be counteracted and its success 
Jeopardized. 

In no portion of the Prime Minister's 
apologia did the weakness of his case 
stand more clearly revealed than in his

They will note, without amuse- 
ment, his evident care for hia political 
position and his obvious desire not to 
give the House of Commons any trust- 
worthy material upon which to Judge him 
before the terms of the Peace have been 
communicated to the enemy, They will 
not the entire absence of any determina- 
tlon on his part to deal promptly and 
vigorously with the enemy, in case the 
peace terms be rejected. They will also 
note his phillippic against the Times.

| this head we are not concerned to answer 
| him beyond stating that at no point of 
his speech were his statements less ac- 
curate and less worthy. Our readers, who 
know the traditions of the Times, will not 
expect us to compete with the Prime Min- 
ister in “parliamentary style.” The record 
of this journal aGring the crisis that pre- 
ceded the war will ar closer examina- 
tion than that of Mr. Lloyd George. Its 
Tecord during the war is known of all 
who read and of many who do not read 
it. Some points of his war iecord may 
Tequire to be more fully known when a 
public service can be rendered by making 
them known, and by showing that, if the 
Allied peoples are now within sight of a 
tolerable peace, it Is, in part at least, be- 
cause Mr. Lioyd George has had at some 
critical moments a “bad ress.” ‘That 
time in not yet. Meanwhile the Times will 
continue undeviatingly to pursue its 
course, looking neither to the right nor 
to the left striving to correct popular 
misapprehensions and Ministerial igno- 
rance, respecting no persons, being sub- 
servient t» none, and maintaining by hon- 
est and fearless publicity what tt con- 
colves to be the highest traditions of Mri- 
tish journalism.
